Claim’d Homage and 
Feaity, asductohim out of an anticnt Title 
to the Crown of Scotland, the Demand where- 
of, he faid, he had neglected a great while be- 
caufe of his Neplicw’s Minority, and other 
kind Reafons, his Title being by lawful Suc- 
ceflion, and Recogniz’d for many Ages, by the 
Kings of Scotland, tothe Reign of AH. 6. which 
he prov’d, i. By Hiftory. 2. By Inftruments 
of Honiage by the feveral Kings, and divers 
Great Perions, fealed with their Seals, and re- 
inaining Wi his Treaiury. And 3. By Regi- 
{ters, and Records, Judicially and Authenti- 
cally made. 

The Hiftorical part he began chiefly at Ann. 
Dom. goo ( being 642 years palit) thewing 


that Eaward, Sonof Allared, had it under his 
Pominion. Athelfiane made one Contant ine King 
thereof. Eldved took Homage of Evicus, King 
of Scots, and Edgar ot Kenuorh, That this 
was interrupted yet in Hdward, Kiug and Mar- 
tyr, histime. But A%alcolm did Homage to 
Keute, and Edward the Confeflor making War 
againit Malcolm, overthrew him, and gave hjs 
Kingdom to Adalcolm his Son, who made him 
Homage and Fealty. That A4alcolm did Ho- 
mage to lVilltamthe Conquerour, and after to 
William Rufus, but failing inhis Duty, was De- 
pos'd; And Edgar, Brother tothe laft AZalcolm, 
and Son tothe firlt,ordain‘d in that Eftate, who 
did his Homage and Fealty accordingly. This 
Edzar did Homage to H. 1. David did Ho- 
mage to Afatild the Emprefs, but refus’d to 
Srephen, as having done it to A4atild , but af- 
ter his Death, Davia’s Son made his Homage 
to Stephen. Wiliam King of Scots, and David 
his Brother, with ail the Chief Nobles of Scot- 
land. made Homage to Henry the ad’s Son, with 
refervation of the Duty to his Father. This 
Willian, after much Rebellion and Refiftance, 
during the Abfence of H. 2. made his Peace 
andCompofitoin, with his Homage and Feailty ; 
He alfo cameto Canterbury, and there did Ho- 
mage ta Rk. 1. William did Homage to Fobn, on 
a Aull befide Liwcoln, and made his Oath upon 
the Crofs of Habert, then Arch-Bifhop of Can- 
tcrbury. Alexander King of Scots, Married the 
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Daughter of H.3: and didbis Bomace at Tok 
Alexander came to tie Coronation of E. xr. 2 
@idihis Duty. 


Joh Baiiol made Hemase and 
Fealty to &. 1. Robert Bruce made War againtt 
the Bellols, which interrupted the brfinefs of 
44 years. But afterwards Edward Balisl pre- 
valine; madebomage to E. 3. Afterthis, De- 
vid Bruce, thoughon the contrary Faction, made 
Homage tok. 3. | hed the 
clear Litie, furrendred the Crown to E. 3. at 
Roxenburgh, who thercepon, cavfed bimfvit 
be Crowned, andicor a Time 
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Crown, both by Conhicatic 
Surtrender.In 2. 2. cad H. 4. ia their Times fome 
Interruption happaed by Reafon of inward Dif 
fentions inthis Kingéom, yet BH. 5. Command- 
ed theScots tos. ni bum in hisfourney to France. 

is time the Realm of Scot/and being de- 
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Andinthis th: 
fcended on the Seaart:, James StuartKing of Scots, 
meade Homage to H.6; at Windfor. Al} which 
Homag¢es were within the Memory of Man. Of 
which therefore, Inftruments madeand fealed 
with the Seals of the Kings of Scotland re- 
main; fothat it wes not for the Earldom 
of Huntington (as the Scots pretended ) but for 
the Kingdom of Scctiand. As for Records and 
Regiiters, that H. 8. hed divers.which were Au- 
thentical, and among others that of Edm. 4. 
in the Difcuffion of the Title of Scotland; then 
Challeng’d by twelve Corpetitors. And that 
Sentence was given for Baiiol, who according- 
ly enjoy'd the calm. That in a Parliament 
following, they did agree to the Suncriority of 


_the King of Zagland, and eniuing their Deter- 
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mination, did particularly, and severally make 
Homage, and Pealty with Proclamation, that 
whojoever withdrew himielf from doing his 
Duty therein, fhould be Reputed as a Rebel; 
and fo all made Homage and Fealty to Edm. x. 
That during this Difcuflion, the Realm wae 
rul’d by.Guardians, deputed by him; and all 
Caitles and Holds furrendred to him, as tothe 
Superior Lord. And in the time of Vacation, 
Benefices, Cffices, Fees, Promotions pafs’d, as 
in the Right off his Crown [ of Englazd] She- 
riffs alfo nam’d and appointed, Writs and Prez 
cepts made, obeyed and executed. And that 
at this time, the Bifhops of St. Andrews and 
Glafcow were not Arch. Bihhops, but recognized 
the Arch-Bifhop of York, whofe Authority cx- 
tended over all their Country. That fince the 
timeof H. 6. this Kingdom was Lacerated, 
and torn by diverfity of Titles, till his Time. So 
that Ed, 4. after great Travels, having atrained 
Quietnefs in this Realm, finally made Preparaz 
tion of War againit Scotland, yet he was pre- 
vented by Death. As for R. 3. that he Ufurp- 
ed the Kingdom, till H. 7. his Father, over- 
threw him ¢ which H. 7. by Reafon his Eftate 
not fully fettled at Home, forbore to Compel 
the Scéts to do their Duty.) And for his own 
Time, thakfwenty one Years paft of it, in his 
Nephew’s Minority, when he had more Care 
to bring himout of Danger tothe Place of a 
King, than to reccive of him Homage, when 
he had full-Pofleflion of the fame.
